I don't think there is a wiring problem with the tester - it was overhualed 
by the TV-7D/U master Dan Nelson about 6 months ago, and I'd say if there 
was a wiring problem, he would have found it. The socket only lets the 
tube in one way, with the two fat pins on the bottom of the socket, both 
intersected by an east-west line... 


It is mfg'ed by Molded Insulation company, and I wonder if they were a 
little different than other makes?

In reply to recent questions, Chip Owens said:

>1. The R390 FSN is: 5820-503-1242 the R390A FSN is: 5820-510-1605 
> source: MIL-HDBK-161 


The NSN is 5820-00-503-1242 for the 390, and 5820-00-538-7555 for the 390A 
according to LINTOPUB in my PAM 25-30 dated last year year . Didn't find a 
section "510" in the NSN listings though, ( as in the -510- in the FSN above ) 
which brings up the following - 


First thing, I had thought the FSN and NSN were almost always pretty 
much the same on most items, but the above rules that assumption out. 


Secondly, the LINTOPUB has a typo and lists each as R-390. The 390A was 
identified by the the correct manual listing. So I wonder where the REAL 
typo was, is the LINTOPUB giving me an incorrect NSN as well as an 
incorrect item nomenclature? Or just a typo on the nomenclature? 

( It does the same with the GRC-106, can only tell the -A by looking 

at the manuals listing in the item detail....) 


I remember a mention a few years ago that dropping the -00- was 
supposed to give the FSN. It ain't so, I guess, since there are 
5820-01-xxx-xxxx listings as well. It may work with some numbers, 
though, dunno, dont have a list of FSN's. 


Other NSN's found for those interested ---- 


R-389 NSN 5820-00-503-1417 
CV-157 NSN 5820-00-503-2594 
GRC-19 NSN 5820-00-223-7409

For those looking for the ever elusive info on the R-391, 
it is not listed either the PAM 25-30 or LINTOPUB. 


Interestingly there is a listing for the BC-614 speech 
amp, but not for the BC-610! The NSN for the 614 is 
5820-00-164-7288. 


Looking at the PAM 25-30 which is on the same CDROM I looked up BC-610, 
and there is a manual listed as being still in print dated 15Aug73 which 
covers 

BC-610E through I. It is on fiche though, rather than paper.

Greetings. 
Well, everyone is providing thier horror stories, so here's mine. 


First thing I got from Canada was a T-195 handled by Delta Air Freight. 
WB9GVB and I each ordered one, and we shipped them as one unit to hopefully 
keep down costs. A customs broker at Mitchell Field in Milwaukee handled 
the paperwork for us for a nominal fee. We were satisfied, but the packages 
were pretty beat up when they arrived. The freight rates were surprisingly 
low too; much cheaper from Toronto to Milwaukee than, for instance, NYC to 
Milwaukee. Seems that the ICC rate structure goes out the window when the 
freight crosses an international border. 


Second thing out of Canada was my SP-600VLF. Jerry Proc had tipped me off 
that it was at a small electronics place in Toronto. I phoned the place, 
and found that the proprietor was quite willing to box up the rig 
adequately and ship it, so long as I dealt with the customs and shipping 
hassles. 


By this time I had found out about there being no duties on repatriated 
equipment, and we all know that Hammarlund gear was from NYC. As a further 
precaution, the customs declaration form was marked, quite truthfully, 
OBSOLETE ELECTRONIC EQUIPMENT; ZERO MARKET VALUE. 


No problems getting it thru the border, at least not from the customs 


people. 
At this point, let me vent some spleen on the shipper. 


I hear everyone badmouthing UPS. I've dealt with UPS dozens of times, and 
have never had a problem; maybe I've just been lucky. However, I have used 
Burlington Air Cargo only ONCE, on this rig, and I'll NEVER use them again! 


It took nearly a MONTH to move the radio from Toronto to my home in Sun 
Prairie, Wisconsin, despite the fact that Burlington has a major depot in 
Sun Prairie, and despite a promise of 5 day delivery; in fact, even tho I 
had NOT requested it, the month old package arrived with PRIORITY SHIPMENT 
stickers plastered all over it... of course, WITH the priority fee included 
in the freight charges, which nearly TRIPLED the shipping cost !!! Because 
of this sillyness, the shipping cost was almost the same as the radio 
itself, once the US / Canadian exchange rate was applied to the poor old 
Hammarlund. 


Burlington was told the freight charges would be COLLECT. Instead, they 
charged the shipper in Toronto (which made me REAL popular with them when, 
a month after shipping, the bill arrived for over $140!). After much 
phoning I got the problem straightened out, and the bill paid at this end 
(when the driver didn't ask me for the money, I assumed that they'd mail me 
a bill, especially when the driver, after questioning, said that this was 
what would occur). I also called the seller, the small, Mom and Pop type 
operation in Toronto, and apologized profusely for Burlington's screwup. 


A year later they called me; Burlington in Toronto was calling THEM, 
demanding payment, which they claimed was long overdue! 


I was pissed off bigtime. I got on the phone to the local Burlington 
terminal, and proceeded to raise holy hell! While I hung on the line, I 
DEMANDED that the clerk on duty dig up ALL of the paperwork on this fiasco, 
and straighten it out IMMEDIATELY!!! The clerk told me that Toronto would 
be contacted immediately, and told to back off, because the bill had been 
paid. I insisted that he contact me immediately after he got a reply from 
Toronto, and he agreed. 


Of course he never called back... 


Remember that name... BURLINGTON AIR CARGO... AVOID these people at all 
costs !!! 


Obviously, the outfit is run by Larry, Moe, and Curly.

Under these circumstances, there may well be no duty (or tax) to pay. BTW, as 
Ed Sieb, Jerry Proc and Richard Loken said in their posts, typically only 7% 
tax (no duty) is applied to radios made in the US. 


But it's Canada Customs that has the final say, not the US post office! Of 
course, having the sender indicate the situation on the customs declaration 
will help. But, the recipient may have to prove to Canada Customs that it is 
his radio being returned. The recipient may have to present a copy of his bill 
of sale (to prove he bought it in Canada) or obtain papers from Canada Customs 
by presenting the item to them xbeforex shipping it to the US. And he will 
have to pay taxes on any value that was added to it while it was in the US -- 
such as the value of any repairs made to it in the US. 


As far as UPS is concerned, well they make their own laws! Unless there has 
been a recent change, they have always charged a minimum fee of $20 for customs 
brokerage -- even if no duty or taxes are owing! And they will not ship in 
bond to allow the recipient to do his own local clearance with customs -- pay 
them $20 or drive to UPS's border crossing point and clear it yourself! In my 
case, that typically would require a round trip of approximately 600 miles! 


So I agree with Ed Sieb and Richard Loken -- my preference is to have senders 
in the US ship items to me by mail. I can clear customs locally (typically at 
my local sub-post office) and pay a brokerage fee of $5 if duty and / or taxes 
are owing. And if no duty or tax is owing (such as if the item is from an 
individual, rather than a company, and declared as a gift having a value of 
under $30) it is delivered by the post office to my door with no hassle or 
brokerage fee. BTW, there typically is duty and / or tax applied on gifts 
having a higher value. 


When selling a US-made radio to someone in the US, I always identify on the 
customs declaration that the radio is made in USA. Under these circumstances, 
I do not believe that the recipient in the US should have to pay any duty. 
After all, the radio is being returned to its country of manufacture! 

We may have free trade, but the border is still there!

Notes: 1. I found my 8890 with the connector missing. A call to Bird 
revealed that the units were designed to swap THE BIRD SPECIAL Series 
QC, or quick- connect devices. Amateur Electronic Supply stocks these, 
and they are about $20..exactly what I paid for the whole dummy, but it 
was really worth the money. 


I guess one could kluge a standard connector onto the beast. but the 
spacing of the four tapped, corner mounting holes is not the same as a 
S0-239, so an adaptor block would have to be made, or the regular holes 
on a connector could be filed into elongated slots and used with washer 
under the screw heads to fit the tapped holes in the Bird. And the 
center connection would have to be modified to fit their tapered 
hole..buy one if you need one! 


2. Next, up-end the beast and SLOWLY remove the oil filler cap, (to 
equalize air pressure, so you donit get a squirt in the eye) and verify 
that there is oil in it. If it is empty, well, youive had plenty of 
advice in the last few BA listings.. 


3. I have used mine to test a 1500w output linear; key-down for 15-20 
minutes caused the unit to become slightly warm to the touch. 


4. It shows flat-out 50 ohms with my MFJ 249 thingie. And note the Bird 
use of kmc (1965); I presume they meant gigs, so they must have been 
really proud of their units. 


Next, the iAbsorbtion Wattmeters (with meters).i Note the drop in Freq 
range:

2. i ...for absorbing and measuring rf power in 50 ohm coaxial line 
systems through the frequency of 2 to 500 mc.i This is inconsistent 
with their chart, above, and leads me to think that calibration below 30 
mc may be affected. 


Last: there is a listing for two water-cooled jobbies, 67C and 8245, 
2500/5000W, with no explanation as to whether they were static or 
dynamic systems. 


I hope this helps the thread on dummy loads.

I have read the postings on this subject with great interest. 
Last year I bought a GPR-90 from Ron Ford. It was shipped by UPS. 


Several days after it arrived I received an invoice from a customs house 
broker in Buffalo NY for $15.00 which was for preparing the documents for 


the entry. There was no duty or tax payable. The $15.00 was just to fill 
out the paperwork. Even if something is totally free of tax or duty, when 
something crosses the border there has to be a formal entry if you are not 
there to clear it. If the goods accompany you you may be able to make an 
informal entry provided the value is under a certain amount. Over that 
amount you will still need a bonded Customshouse broker to clear your 
stuff. This applies to stuff coming INTO the U.S. The reason I am told 
is that over a certain amount the entry is subject to review and the bond 
has to be in place to ensure the U.S. treasury of getting its due in the 
event that the review determines that there is any $$ due. 


Canadians do not have this limitation that I know of. Personal 
importations can be entered by the owner ot his/her agent. 


Canadians are allowed to receive UNSOLICITED GIFTS of up to $60.00 
(Canadian) a day duty and tax free. So if the item you are sending to 
Canada is less than $45.00 US just mark it GIFT and mail it. If its over 
that amount your Canadian friend will have to pay 7.00% GST and in some 
cases Provincial tax on the Canadian Dollar value of the goods. 


Some Canadians have addresses on this side of the border so they can 
collect the things in the US and bring them across themselves. I believe 
they are allowed $200.00 Canadian if they're here for 48 hours or more 
without having to pay anything.

BA Folks, 

Maybe someone will recognize this type receiver: 

I recently got a tube type, crystal controlled, single frequency receiver 
from a friend. We have no idea what it was originally used for. All 


identification had been taken off but it "looks" military, or maybe FAA. 
Front panel is light green crackle. 


The receiver is built onto a rack mount plate about 10 inches high. The 
middle portion of the front plate is hinged and swings open to expose the 
underside of the chassis. The front panel controls are on the swing out 
panel. All the tubes, transformers, etc, stick out the back of the chassis, 
horizontally. Controls on the front panel include: On-off switch and pilot 
lamp, RF Gain, AF Gain, RF Gain local-remote, phones jack, pilot lamp labeled 
"carrier", and Muting on-off-remote. 


The best clue so far is that the front end tuned circuits seem to grid dip in 
the AM aircraft band. Maybe this was an ELT monitor on 121.5 MHz? There 

is no speaker, just a phone jack, but there is a relay and relay driver in the 
output section (and that lamp on the front panel labeled "carrier") which might 
perform a remote alert function when any carrier showed up on 121.5 MHz? 


IF frequency is 18.3 MHz and the inside of the front panel yielded the crystal 
frequency formula: Fxl = (Fchan - 18.3) / 4. Two crystal IF filters confirm 
the 18.3 IF frequency. 


There are 12 tubes, including 4) 6EH7, 3) 12AU7, 1) 6BX6, 1) 12AU7, 1) 6BQ5, 
and 1) 12AX7, and 1) 6EJ7. The power supply is ss diodes. 


Has anyone had any experience with this type receiver? I do a lot of ELT 
(emergency locator transmitter) direction finding so I'll be attempting to 
put this thing on 121.5 MHz as a monitor whether that's what I likes or not :-) 


Thanks for any insight. Any source of documentation, especially a schematic, 
would be welcomed.

The racks full of 390's I remember from days of yore were NOT just 
supported by the front panel. The racks had front and rear vertical 
rails, and there were "angle-iron" supports from front to rear on 
each side at each rcevr location. The 390 rests on the "angle-irons", 
and the front screws just keep it from sliding out. 


This is pretty much the standard way to rack-mount heavy stuff 

- otherwise inserting and removing gear is a real pain on the poor 
technician and the torque generated by heavy gear is a real pain on 
the front panel alignment. 


Yeah, the 390 front panel is probably strong enough to support it, but 
you may find life a bit easier with a couple of pieces of aluminum angle 
from the hardware store.

Hello BA'ers, 


About a week ago I described a problem with a newly purchased R390A receiver 
which had one, then two, bad 26Z5 rectifier tubes. Here's a followup. 


The receiver has been operating just fine now every night for a week with 
no further problems. After alignment it sounds great on all bands. No 
problem was ever found with the radio power supply. 


Indications are that the 26Z5 rectifier tubes themselves failed with cathode 
to filament shorts, probably due to the hauling around they had just been 
through. One 26Z5 was bad when I got the receiver home. I did not replace 
it's partner (maybe should have) and added a second 26Z5. That remaining 
original tube may also have been damaged, then shorted, and took out the new 
tube. 


Thanks to Rhett, KE4HIH, who described it so well: "The filter capacitor puts 
the cathode at AC ground. It certainly will not want to vary sinusoidally 


at 26 VAC from ground. A short between cathode and the hot side of the heater 
will put most of that 26 V on a small section of heater - the result of 
which is ‘poof.'" 


There is also the B+ which would be present on the cathode after the tubes 
warmed up (and that was the case) which would be grounded through the filament 
transformer if the heater and cathode shorted. A B+ (cathode) to filament 
short in one tube could likely pull the filament voltage high in the paralleled 
tube too, blowing it's filament. 


Several people had other ideas about what could cause the filaments to blow, 
such as a power spike (2 people reported this happened with their R-390A's), 


Maybe these rather rare tubes should be unplugged and shock proofed during 
shipment of R-390A's? I'll certainly do that next time, and include the 
ballast tube also. 


By the way, has anyone noticed that the ballast tube for an R-390A is not 
included in the field spares kit? Must be a relatively robust component.

The SX-111 is essentially a mechanically repackaged SX-101A battleship. 
It's smaller & lighter & less expensive. 


The circuit is very similar to the -101A. The HFO is back to a 6C4 (like 
the general coverage SX-100 which has HFO pulling problems above about 25 
MHz but that's probably due to use of cathode HFO injection into the mixer; 
this kind of ct. is not used in the -111) instead of better ct. using a 
12BY7, the 1st audio/BFO has been changed from 6SC7 to 12AX7 and audio 
output from 6K6 to 6AQ5, the latter two a 1 SX-115. 160m is missing but 
the -115 doesn't have it either. 


AGC only goes to 1st RF & 1st IF, instead of 1st RF, 1st mixer (6BY6; yes I 
know some people might not like this but works well in SX-101A--generally 
the more stages controlled = potentially flatter the AGC action) & 1st IF. 
Very simple to try AGC on 6BY6 mixer in -111: lift 1 meg resistor (R6) to 
ground on mixer grid & apply AGC to the bottom of it instead. 


Had a -101A, liked it, -111 ought to be similar, possibly less mechanically 
stable but this is only a guess. Anyone who's had both? 


Yes, crystals do fail but I don't know why (apart from abuse). Recently 
had 3 Drake R-4* rx's & had 3 bum xtals in the lot: 5.995, 39.1 & 39.1 MHz 
rocks.

>The racks full of 390's I remember from days of yore were NOT just 
>supported by the front panel. The racks had front and rear vertical 
>rails, and there were "“angle-iron" supports from front to rear on 
>each side at each revr location. The 390 rests on the "angle-irons", 
>and the front screws just keep it from sliding out. 


When I first got my R-390A, couldn't beleive that they were just mounted 
with the 8 front panel screws. To me, it seemed like it wouldn't hold, 
plus It seemed that it would make it a real pain to mount and remove gear 
that way. So I built a little shelf with angle iron and some 2 by 2's, 
which takes the load off the front panel, and makes removing the radio 
extremely easy! 


When I mounted my R-725 (R-390A with an R-390 RF deck for those not 
familiar with the 725), I just used just the front panel screws. WHAT A 
PAIN! Took me thirty minutes of holding the radio with one hand and trying 
to run the screws in with the other - just not the way to do it. When I 
get the time/money/inclination, I'm going to install angle iron shelves for 
all the radios. 


Re: the UPS thread - I had one package (an R-390A transformer) destroyed by 


UPS. Two phone calls later (one to UPS, one to Fair Radio), all was fixed...

>I had the good fortune to attend the Fall Hosstraders on October 3-4 in 
>Rochester NH. Here's a brief summary of what I saw and heard.

>I arrived shortly after the gate was opened at 9 AM on Friday morning. 
>Paid the required early bird fee of $20. My associates had already paid 
>$60 for a "commercial space", plus $20 admission. This "commercial space" 
>was right next to a light pole, and had plenty of outlets (for once!) 
>available. The downside of this spot was that it was right underneath 3

>Late on Friday night, Bob, W1GWU dropped by our area, since we were some of 
>the last folks up and still selling. Bob is one of the original trio that 
>started the Hosstraders... He is also the somehow-highly-annoying 
>announcer who's voice blasts throughout the fairgrounds threatening the 
>ignorant. Bob gave us a history of the Hosstraders, which I will try to 
>recollect some parts of... 

> 

>The Hosstrader's swapmeet first began as a way for the hams who traded on 
>the hosstraders' net to meet. The first meet was at a campground in 
>Seabrook NH, on the historic Saturday before Mother's day. The campground 
>tailgate area was provided for free. About 40 hams attended. The 
>following year, enough hams attended that the donations for the campground 
>exceeded what the campground owner was willing to accept, so the remains of 
>the donations were given to the March of Dimes big Mother's Day fundraising 
>drive. After that, the event became too big for the campground, and was 
>moved off to various fairgrounds. 

> 

>Later, someone's kid was hospitalized in the Shriner's hospital, and it was 
>suggested that the surplus be donated to the Shriners. A few years of this 
>so pleased the Shriners that they offered to see what they could do to 
>help. That's when the Shriners selling tickets and directing traffic 
>began. 


> 

>Over the years, the Hosstraders has raised in excess of $850,000 for the 
>Shriners Hospitals. All profit from staging the event has been donated. 

> 

>Bob also griped about "these people who come early and pay the $20" being 
>some kind of problem. Later he stated that the early admissions completely 
>paid off the cost of the event, and all the $5 admissions went directly to 
>the Shriners. 

> 

>There was the usual selection of commercial vendors, as well as the usual 
>selection of overpriced used computer junk. About mid-day on Saturday, I 
>saw the trash truck drive by with a huge pile of smashed up IBM XTs in the 
>back. This did not deter those that would try to sell their old 16-bitters 
>for hundreds of dollars. There were xmanyx ancient broadcast receivers for 
>sale, antiques from before the 1920s by my eye, to wooden tabletop sets 
>from the late 40s. I did see some Johnsons, Nationals, Swans and some=20 
>Collins stuff. 

> 

>The trash vultures were out in full force by 11AM on Saturday. I saw two 
>guys dive on a pile of 386 motherboards my friend laid by the trash cans. 
>I saw an old codger get out of his wheelchair and pile it high with 
>discarded "treasure", and then push it out of the fairgrounds! Junk did 
>not sit around long, their were trash trucks circulating, and they picked 
>up discards very quickly. 

> 

>There were many announcements about parked cars in the flea market area. 
>This has been long part of the hosstrader's tradition: setting up your 
>tables adjacent to your car and camping gear makes it easy to stow away 
>valuables at night, and convenient for breakdown on Saturday. But the show 
>organizers don't like the cars cluttering up the "Midway" area of the 
>fairgrounds, and next Spring will be instituting a new policy. There will 
>be window stickers to get your car into the flea market area, and a 
>different sticker for parking only. The stickers for the flea market will 
>cost extra. There will be fixed size flea market spaces, if you want more 
>space then you will have to buy more spaces.

The way we ship critical life-support and diagnostic equipment (labeled as 
such with THIS SIDE UP labels) where I work (FedEx, NOT UPS), is strapped 
down to a custom-made-to-size skid, and then we build the box around it. 
This stuff ranges in size/weight from R-390A to KW-1 and up. In 9 years 
I've seen one unit damaged...when the recipient used gravity to unload it 
(800 lbs) off the back of the truck. 

If there's enough interest, I'll work up a design and price for a rack-mount 
shipping crate; bolt the unit in by the rack mounts, bolt the hold-down over 
the top and nail the front and top on. 

Any interest? Even UPS would have a hard time breaking one of these, I 
suspect. 

And they'd be reusable.
